There 
were five ſlaine outright, whereof three were Boys, 
two of which being about ſeaven, or eight yeares 
old or thereaboutz the other neer twelve: the o- 
ther two were Girles, the elder of which being 
fourteen, or fryeteen, and the younger twelve, ar 
thirteen yeares old. A woman alſo had her legg 
ſorely broken that the ſurgeons were ſorced to 
cut it off, and ſhe within three or foure dayes 
after it was cut off. Many were hurt, and ſorely 
bruiſed, to the numberof about threeſcore, that 
we have certaine information of, beſides thoſe 
that conceale their greifes, and ſome of the Con- 
try of which there were diverſe preſent, it being

ſetves wiſhed that they had never came thither. 
They that received no hurt were exceedingly af- 
frighted , iaſomuch that one of them that were 
— as I am credibly informed, did ſay, that 
would not, for as much as Fitzy was worth, be 
inthe like affright again, though he were ſure he 
ſhould haveno hurt. Others ſaid they would ne- 
ver goe to a play more, and that it was a judg- 
ment. Others have been ſo ane; as we hear, 
to make a haughing-ſtock of it, and ſome ſo deſpe- 
rate, as to ſay, they would go againe, if it were to 
morrow next: and too many apt to ſay it was but 
a chance, a misfortune, the heame was weak, there 
were ſo many load of people there, and the like. 
But how ſleight ſo ever the matter was made af- 
tetwards, ſure enough it is, it wasifad 
then. It was one of the ſaddeſt, and blackeſt — 
that ever came on Vit. Sad it was to ſee Pa- 
rents carry home their Children dead in their 
armes, ſad it was to ſee ſo many bruiſed, hurt, and 
maimed, and ſome, as it were, halfe dead that 
were not able to help themſelves, but were fain to 
be __ away by their friends, ſome on their 
backs, ſome on chaires, ſad it was to hear the pit» 
teous cryes of thoſe that were not there bemoa· 
ning their diſtreſſed friends. This was the fad end 
of this ungodly play. And what was ſpoken in jeſt 
in the beginning of it, by the juſt hand of God, 
was made good in earneſt. The Comedy being 
turned into a Tragedy, it had a ſad Cataſtrophe, 
ending with the deaths of ſome, and hurts of ma- 
ny.

For the wrath of God i revealed from heaven again 
all and anrighteouſneſſe of men, w J 
hold the truth in unrightecouſneſſe. 


T may ſeeme ſtrange to The Preface, 
ſome of you to heare 
ſuch a text read. Wh 
is love ſo ſoone tu 
into wrath?The laſt time 
I was called to ſpeak 
unto you upon a Lords 
Pt day, the firſt words of 
the text were Cod i lows IJ ohꝗ. g. 9. 
pure love, goodneſſe, and 
fweerneſle, all love as it were, made up of love. 
Now the text beginnes with the wrath of God, 
heavy wrath,dreadtull, aſtoniſhing wrath: enough 
to break in pieces the hardeſt — to heare it 
but ſo much as mention d. Its the wrath of God; 
Its wrath from heaven, its revealed wrath, tis mani- 
feſted, and declared in open ſight. This is a great 
A change

change indeed may ſome one ſay to paſſe from 
the ſweeteſt Love to the moſt terrible and diſmall 
wrath. But the Lord himſelfe hath changed the 
and it is he that hath given it, by that which 
hath wrought in the midſt of you, and done in 
the face of the whole Towne. Can you look back 
upon that late ſad and aſtoniſhing Providence, of 
which as many as heare, their eares tingle at it, 
their hearts ſhake and tremble at it: can you, I ſay, 
look upon this ſtrange & wonderfull Providence, 
and not ſee this written in Broad and Capitall 
letters , and even laid before you in what is 
come to paſſe. That the wrath of God i revealed 
from heaven againſt all ungodlineſſe, and wnrighte- 

ouſneſſe of men, 

Be not prejudiced, my Brethren, doe not miſ- 
take me:T am not come to grate upon your ſoares, 
neitherto make wider your yet bleeding wounds: 
God forbid ; no, I pitty and pray for thoſe among 
you, that are yet weake and infirme, beſeeching 
the Lord to heale them, and reſtore them, that 
they may live to teſtify their thankfulneſſe, and 
Repentance. My work is, as a poor unworthy 
Embaſſadour, and ſervãt of the Lord, to help you 
to underſtand what the meaning of the Lord 153 
for certainly ſo great a thing could not be in vaine. 
The Lords voice crieth unto the citie, ſaith the Pro- 
phet Micah.6. 95 And the man of wiſdome ſhall ſee 
thy Name: Heare ye the rod, and who hath appointed it. 
There is a voice gone out to you of this place, 
and it is the Lords voice, his Name is written up- 
on what was done but the other week, this none

of his is wrirten with faire and legible characters, 
that he which runnes may read: this voice of his, 
it doth not whiſper, it doth not mutter, no, it cries, 
it ſpeakes aloud, it will be your wiſdome to heare 
this voice. Every rod hath a voice in it, the mea- 
neſt and moſt petty afflictions ſpeak ſomething 
from God. Great and — okes, eminent 
and remarkable ju ts from heaven, they 
have a loud voice, and if ſuch be not heard, they 
bring ſpeedy ruine. 

Let not any among you ſay, the Preacher is 

come to vent himſelte, and his own Paſſions, and 
we expected ſome thundering ſermon after this: 
No, no, I am not come to — but in all 
humility and ſeriouſneſſe to beſeech you to conſi- 
der what the mind of the Lord is, and I have beg d 
from the Lord ( as well as I could) wiſedome and 
direction to know what I ſhould ſpeak : be not 
ſuch enemies to your ſelves, and to that good the 
Lord intends you this day, as to ſay when you 
come home, we have heard a ſermõ of Judgment, 
and that is all; we expected ſome ſuch thing. Do 
not ſo ill requite the Lord and his word, but har- 
ken to the counſels of his word, and be obedient 
to the ſame. 

The ſcope of the Apoſtle in this Epiſtle, is to ſet The Cobe- 
downe the true way of mens Juſtification, and ſal- rence. 
vation; which he affirmes tobe by the pure 
grace of God, and not by the works of men. This 
way, or modell of God in ſaving men the materi. 
all principle from whence both their Juſtification 
and Salvation muſt ariſe, viz imputed rigbteonſ-

xeſſe, he calls the righteouſneſre of God in the verſe 
before the text, which is ſo called, becauſe the 
righteouſneſſe by which men. are ſaved is a 
righteouſneſſe of Gods finding out, and of his own 
beſtowing,and not any ſuch thing as men have ei- 
ther framed, and deviſed themſelves; or were able 
to work out opp thing that they could doe. 
This righteouſneſle, he ſaies, is revealed in the 
Goſpell: it is the Goſpell that chalkes out this mo- 
dell, and plat-forme of righteouſneſſe and life, and 
by this way muſt men be juſtified and ſaved, and 
not by their owne workes:this is the maine propo- 
fition which he layes down in the 17 verſe. In the 
text we have the firſt proof, or argument to make 
that aſſertion good, & the argument ſtands thus. 
The workes of all men in the world, whether 
Jewes or Gentiles, ever ſince the fall of Adam, they 
are wicked, ungodly, unrighteous workes, there- 
fore they cannot be ſaved by them: the argument 
is very cleare, and ſtrong here. All men deſerve 
wrath, the utmoſt wrath, diſpleaſure, and venge- 
ance of God by their owne workes, therefore they 
cannot deſerve his love, favour, or good will: they 
are ſo far from deſerving his love, that they de- 
ſerve the quite contrary. This is the coherence. 
For explication of the words, 
The wrath of God |By wrath, we are to under- 
The ſtand wrath in the Root, and in the Fruit: in the 
cauſe, and in the effect. God is highly diſpleaſed 
with men by reaſon of ſin, he loathes their wayes 
and abhorres their practiſes, he beares a bitter, and 
a deadly hatred againſt all the wickedneſſe which

men commit; and he hath an inward quarrell,( if 
we may ſo ſpeak ) a ſecret grudge in his heart a- 

ainſt men themſelves for the ſame: this is wrath 
in the root, or cauſe. And then againe he inflicts 
plagues and puniſhments, the moſt dreadfull cur- 
ſes, and fearfull judgments on men by reaſon of 
ſinz all which are vifible and ſignall tokens of his 
diſpleaſure, and manifeſt proots, that he cannot 
endure them, nor any of their wayes: this is wrath 
in the fruit, or effect. 

Is revealed from heaven. 

T here may be a twofold ſenſe of this. OAT har] 
t. The ſenſe may be, it is revealed clearly and #calo. 
manifeſtly, as much as if it were by a voice from gumpliciter | 
heaven. The Lord God Almighty, the bleſſed and — 
molt holy God, he proclaimes it from heaven, and w «iſe quam 
cries aloud in the eares of all the world, that he is 1 
deeply offended with all the ungodlineſſe, and un- fir,Dominum 
righteouſneſſe which men cõmit, that he will cer- _ — 
tainly call them to an account, and puniſh them os homines 

for it. In Tala 14: 2. it is ſaid. The Lard lonlled night 
from HEAVEN. upon the children of men, to ſeee 
if there were any that did underitand, and ſeek God, 
now here it is ſaid, his wrath is revealed from hea- 

ver, God is no idle ſpectator, he doth not care- 
leſsly behold the actions of men, as if ſo be they 
might doe what they liſted, and he not diſcerne, 

or not be moved at it: no, he looks down from 
heaven pox the children of men, Jehovah from the 
heavens :ooked down upon the ſons of Adam; 

fo one reads it: He looks with a watchfull obſer- 


vant eyezhis eye is intent and fixt upon all the ſons.

But know that the 
Lord hath ſet apart him that is godly for himſelfe. 
verſe 3: Take it for granted, that JEHOVAH, 
that is;the HigheſtLord,the Majeſty of heaven and 
earth, he is provoked, and incenſed by all theſe 
waies,and it is the godly man that he lookes after: 
know ye, Jehovah hath marvelouſiy ſeperated a 
gratious ſaint to himʒ ſo Ain/worth. It is the pious, 
devout, holy ſoul that Jehovah regards, and he 
hath marvelouſly ſeperated him, or ſelected in

from heaven. God hath diſcovered to all the world, ale 'pob 
that he is an utter enemy to all the ſin, wicked- fint ex regu- 
neſſe, and ungodlineſſe of men, becauſe he hath — 4 
puniſhed in all generations wicked, and ungodly Hebraicz lin- 
men with moſt fearful plagues and judgments; g"#. Mais in 
he hath ſhewen ſignes, and tokens from heaven, ſo © 
that all men have ſeene his hand. A learned ex- pareus. 
poſitor underſtands this phraſe from Heaven, as 
that which is oppofed to the opinion of prophane 
men, who aſcribe the puniſhments that are ever 
now and then lighting upon men, to chance, or 
ſecond cauſes, the poſition of the ſtarres, the ma- 
lignity of the elements, the mutability of the mat- 
ter: whereas the Apoltle ſhewes clearly that this 
wrath deſcẽds from heaven, and is even the ſcourge 
and whip of God, whereby he revengeth the impi- 
ety and injuſtice of the world. 
Againſt all ungodlineſſe, and unrighteouſneſſe of 
men: by ungodlineſſe, we are to underſtand finnes 
gr the firſt Table , all contempt of God, 
religion, of the worſhip of God, of the waies 
and ordinances of God, the wrong and injury that i · 1 
is done to God himſelf more immediately, or to % ww 
any part of his worſhip.

It is according to y goſſell, ſaith 
the Apoſtle, that men mult be judged:why, where 
had Faul ſaid ſo? In that famous ſermon of his- 
Ads: 17. 30.31. And the times of this ienorance God 
winked at, but now commandeth all men every where 


to repent:becauſe he hath appointed a day inthe which 
he will judge the world in — by that mam 
whom he hath ordained, whereof he hath given au- 
rance unto all mem in that he hath raiſed him fro the 
Dead. Or elſe he ſaies according to his goſpell, be- 
cauſe this was the tenor of the goſpell, a part and 
portion of the goſpell, one of the molt ordinary 
and uſuall rines therein revealed , he, and 
the reſt of the Apoſtles going up and down , and 
preaching the day of judgment unto men, bring- 
ing that as a maine argument why they ſhould re- 
pent,and believe; becauſe that there was a day a 
comming, when they mult be called to a reckon- 
ing for all their finnes.

1. He doth it to put a ſtop to the Atheiſme n 7, 

that is in the world. The foole hath ſaid in his heart 
there is no God. Pſal.14.1.The Atheiſt ſayes,we may 
doe as we liſt, the Lord ſees not, neither doth he 
conſider; good,and evill are all one to him, and he 
regards it not or as they which are deſcribed in 
Job. chap. 21. v. 14. 15. They ſay unto God, depart 
from us, for we deſire not the knowledge of thy waies, 
what is the almighty that we ſhould ſerve him? and 
what profit ſhould we have if we pray unto him?Now, 
when men are come to this paſſe , he will make 
them acknowledge him, whether they will or no. 
The Lord is marvelous patient,and long-ſuffering, 
he knowes how to right himſelfe, and to be even 
with the ſinner in the end-: but if men will breake 
all bounds, if they will deny the majeſty above, 
if they will coff at his word, and make a mock 
of ſin, if they will pluck up all religion by the very 
roots : he will not, he cannot any longer endure 
it, it ſtands him upon to keep up his authority in 
the world, he will be own d, and acknowledged as 
God among his creatures. If nothing elſe will 
make the proud, & ſturdy hearts of men to ſtoop, 
and yeeld to him, his n. ſhall Pſal 46. 10. 
Be ſtill, and know that I am God. It is the voice of 
the Lord to the proud ones of the world. It ſeems 


they would not know that there was a God, or at 
C 2 leaſt 
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leaſt that the God of Iſrael was he, that was the 
true God; therefore was it that they were ſo mad 
againſt his people, v. 6. the Heather raged: but, 
what is the next newes that we heare- He uttered 
his woicezthe earth melted. As proud, and as ſtout 
as they are,no ſooner doth He Geek their ſpi- 
rits flag, & faint; thoſe great, and mighty ones who 
feared none , and car'd for none, they became as 
dead men: he uttered his voice, or as ſome read it 
he gave his vaice. Who is this He? look back upon 
the former verſe, and you will quickly ſee, tis God 
that utters his voice. No ſooner doth God 
ſpeak a word, but their hearts faile them. Let hin 
but ſhew himfelfe , of whom they made 
a mock but a little before, and queſtion'd whether 
there was any ſuch one, and then they feare, and 
tremble; they ſhrinke, and dare not hold up their 
heads. And why doth the Lord doe all this? Why 
doth he drive them to ſuch a ſtand? The end is 
ſet down at the 11. verſe. He will be known as 
God, amongſt the worſt of men. Be Mill. and know 
that I am God, and then it followes, I will be exal- 
ted among the heathen, I will be exalted in the earth. 
That wicked Pharaoh, one of the worſt of mẽ, who 
blaſphẽed againſt heave & ſaid,who is the Lord, that 
IT ſhould obey his voice to let Iſracl goe? I know not the 
Lord, neither wil I let Iſrael goe. Exod. 5. 2. This bold, 
this proud wretch, after he had ſeene the hand of 
the Lord lifted up, and felt his plagues, he is forced 
to know who the Lord was, and to let Iſrael 
oe.

1. v. 32 when as 
a man knowes by the light,and checks of his own 
conſcience , that the wrath of God is due unto 
him by reaſon of fin, when he ſces all the curſes 
that are revealed in the Law, and the fearfull ven- 

eance denounced. in the goſpell againſt all unbe- 

jeving, and un ting ſinners, this makes him 

reatly inexcuſable: but when he ſhall ſee the 
judgments of God executed before his eyes, and 
many of the ſame ranck, and kind of finners ſtruck 
dead in the midſt of their abominations, if yet he 
goe on in the ſame ſins, this makes him beyond 
meaſure inexcuſable. If a man ſhould ſee an hun- 
dred theeves,or robbers hung up one after another 
at ſeverall aſſiſes, and yet after this, this man him- 
ſelfe ſhould play the theefe, who would pity that 
man if he came to the ſame end? he knowes thee. 
very to be an unwarrantable, & dangerous thing, 
the law is againſt it, and many have been puniſhed 
for it from time to time before his eyes, this makes 
him inexcuſable: ſo it is in this cafe: If God take 
other men in the midſt of their fins, if he take them 
in the midſt of their drinking, quaffing, and ca- 
rouſing, as he did Belſhazzar in the midſt of his 
cups, or ſtrike them with ſome ſecret, and ſudden 


blow in the midſt of their chambering and wans 
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toneſſe, as he did the young man in the proverbs, 
who when he went to the harlots houſe, had « dart 
ſtruck through his liver. Chap. 7. 23. or by an 
immediate hand from heaven, and an Angell ſent 
to that purpoſe, ſhall puniſh them in the midſt of 
their pride, tyranny, and perſecution, as he dealt 
with Herod. It after all this, when a man hath 
ſeen ſuch cleare, and manifeſt Judgments from 

heaven, on the perſons of others, he ſhall live 

in the ſame, or worſe fins; if he ſhall continue a 

drunkard, an adulterer, a perſecutor, and oppoſer 

of the ſaints, and of religion after all this, who can 

ſay this man is not juſtly puniſhed? The word is 

plaine, and expreſſe againſt ſuch, and ſuch ſinnesz 

the end and iſſue of them is there revealed, and 

the judgments of God have ratifyed it, and con- 

firmed it; this man is left without all excuſe. Now 

God will have every month to be ſtopped; and all the 

world become guilty before God. Rom. 3. 19. 

3. The Lord inflits judgments upon ſome, 
that they might be for examples unto others. 2. 
Peter. 2. 6. Turning the citties of ſodom,and Gomor- 
rah into aſhes, condemning them with an overthrow, 
makeing them an enſample unto thoſe that after 
ſhould trove ungodly.

All this while the underſtanding 
is a ſleep, the mind is out of its place, it judges not 
of things according to the nature of them. But

Theſe are the warnings of God 
to men : his judgments executed in the world, 
are as ſo many monũents, ſtanding remembrances 
of his dif! — againſt ſin.

The firſt vic may be a word of Terror, & it is able 
to ſhake the heart of every unrepentant ſmner un- 
dt heaven. Is there ſuch wrath in God as hath 
been opened hath it been all along manifeſted and 
revealed? have his judgments confirmed it ? this 
may ſtrike a dampe, a terror on the heart of every 
wretched, unrepenting ſinner in the world. Here 
thou mayeſt fee what thy caſe is, and what thy 
doome will certainly bee: the wrath of the great 
God, the God of heaven, and earth is kindled a- 
gainſt thee, it burneth,and waxes hot againſt thee, 
yeait will one day —_— thee,and deltroy thee: 
It 
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it will tumble theedown into endlefle, eaſeleſſe, & 
remedileſſe torments. This were enough to ſhake 
the proudeſt Nimrods of the world, and to make 
the moſt (tout hearted (inner tremble like an aſpen 
leafe , would he but conſider it. The caſe is plaine, 
and cleare: the judgment ſure and certaine. 

The wrath of God is revealed from heaven , its a 

laine, a manifeſt thing, its written with a ſun- 
— and there needs be no queſtion of it, thine 
owne conſcience, that araignes, accuſes, and con- 
demnes thee: its the voice and cry of conſcience, 
if thou lyeſt in ſuch, and ſuch abominations, thou 
muſt be damned, the word ſayes it, the Law hath 

ronounced 1t a thouſand times over and over, 
the goſpell that ratifyes,and confirmes it, and the 
judgments of God exccuted in the world, they 
put it out of doubt. 

Oh miſerable man or woman, who ever thou 
bee, de thou young or old, rich or poore, be thy 
rank or condition whatſoever it be, that Jy- 
eſt in thy ſecret thefts, adulteries, oaths, propha · 
nations of the ſabbath, whoſe heart riſeth at God, 
and his waies, that loveſt thy ignorance, wordli- 
neſſe, or what ever fin it bee, that I cannot name 
in which thou liveſt, and art reſolved ſo to doe! 
Oh miſerable, forlorne creature! The God of hea- 
ven and earth is ſer againſt thee, the God of hea. 
ve, & earth is reſolved to plague &puniſh thee. 

Art thou able to dwell with everlaſting bur- 
nings, or to ſtand before a devouting fire? Art 
thowa fit match for the Almighty?canſt thou grap- 
ple with thy maker? art thou ſtrong enough to o-

all the mighty ſinners in the world ? what is be- 
come of the world ofthe ungodly 5 Were they 
not all ſwallowed up together, and devoured as 
in a moment?

Lord Jeſus to give that bleſſing to you. You need 
not ſay the work is too hard, it is a thing im- 
poſſible for us to repent. You have heard where 
your ſtrength lies: I muſt now goe another way to 
worke, and exhort you to repentance by the 
— of the Lord, the text which I am hand- 
ing calls for it, and the providences of the Lord, 
they call for it alſo. Knowing the terror of the Lord 
we perſwade men, ſaith the Apoſtle:ſo muſt we do 
likewiſe. Let me ſpeak to every ſoul of you that 
belongs to this place, be thy rank, or condition 
whatſoever it bee, be thou 1n higher or meaner 
place, Repent,and that ſpeedily before the indig- 
nation of the Lord come upon you to the utter- 
moſt. I remember what John Baptiſt ſaid to the 
Phariſees, and Sadduces that came to his baptiſme: 
it may bee looked upon as a kind of argument to 
preſſe the doctrine of repentance more cloſely on 
them, Math. 3. 7. who hath warned you to flee from 
the wrath to come. I may (ay concerning you of this 
place, the wrath of God is already come, it hath 
already appeared, it is revealed from heaven in 
the face of the open ſun,that all that paſle by you 
cannot but take notice of it. Oh repent, repent, 
leſt this wrath come upon you to the uttermoſt: 
Luke 13:4. 5 Suppoſe yee thoſe eighteene upon whom 
the tower in Siloam fell & ſlew them, thinke yee 
that they were ſinners alone all men that dwell 
in — I tell you nay: but except ye repent,ye 
ſhall all likewiſe periſh. He doth not ſay that they 
which ſuffered thoſe things were no ſinners at all,

Brethren, miſtake me not, my aime is not to 
make you ſad, (though it is fit, indeed, you ſhould 
be humbled for your ſins.) Alas, what pleaſure can 
it be to the proor ſervants, and meſſengers of the 
Lord to make any one ſad ? No, no, it is your 
good, and happineſſe, it is the welfare and happi- 
neſſe of this place I aime at, and I hope by that 
time you have heard all I have to ſay, you will be 
convinced, that it is ſo indeed. Let me ſpeak to 
you as the Apoſtle doth to his Corinthians. 2. Cor. 
IL I Would to God you could bare with me alittle 
in my folly, and indeed beare with me. And then at 
the 20 verſe. for ye ſuffer,if a man bring you into 
bondage, if a man devoure you, if a man take of you, 
if a man exalt hi mſelfe, if a mau ſmite you on the 
face. Many, I feare, are apt to plead for their 
luſts and corruptions, for their games and ſports, 

which have devoured them, — conſumed them, 


and brought them low, and is there not as much 
reaſon they ſhould beare with the word which 
comes in all plainneſſe, and faithfulneſſe to doe 
them good ? Ge 


rtainly my bsethren the hand of 
the 
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the Lord is lifred up, the great and dreadfull God, 
the King of the whole earth hath ſhewen him- 
ſelfe in the midſt of you. I could have hoped there 
would not be found a man in this place, that was 
come to that height of Atheiſme, as to ſay, this nor 
was the hand of God, this was not a ju ent, it 
was only a chance, a miſ- fortune, & ſuch a thinge 
might fall out, the houſe was weak, the beam was 
not ſtrong enough to ſupport ſuch a multitude» 
I could here ceaſe ſpeaking to ſuch a man, and de- 
ſire a corner to turne aſideł in, & even powe 
er out rivers of teares in his behalf. It was that . 
made the Prophet cry out in the like caſe. 1/ai. 26, 
11. Lord, when thy hand is lifted up,they will not ſee 
How was the Lords hand lifted up? Do but read 
the former verſes and you will in the 9. verſe 
we heare of his judgements being abroad, and in 
the 10. verſe, we heare of favour ſhewen to the 
wicked. Let favour be ſhewen to the wicked, yet 
will he not learne righteouſneſſe. The Lords hand 
was lifted up in a way of judgment, and in a way 
of mercy,it was his righteous judgment that ſome 
were cut off, and it was his mercy that others 
were ſpared, and yet when his hand was lifted up 
ſo Emenently,they would not ſee. The Lord hath 
ſhewen both his ſeverity, and his neſſe a- 
mongſt you, ſeverity to them that ſufferred, and 
to you that were preſerved. Is it not 

the Lords goodneſſeꝰ or to returne to the Prophets 
reſſion, is it not a favour ſhewen to thee, that 


thou baſt thy life giventhee, when others were 
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cruſhed to death? is it not a favour that thou art 
ſafe and ſound, when others had their limbes bro- 
ken, their bodies grievouſly bruiſed? Oh this was 
that which ſo moved the Prophet, or the church 
her ſelfe that is brought in ſpeaking in that _ 
that ſhe knew not well how to beare it. Lord when 
thy hand is lifted up = will not ſee, It is a pathe- 
ticall ſpeech, and it favours of ſomewhat a grie- 
ved and troubled ſpirit. Oh the hard-hcartcd- 
neſle, the pride and ſtoutneſſe that is in men, 
not to ſee when the Lords hand is ſo lifted up. 
What is thy heart flint, and thy Bowels n ade of 
braſſeꝰ will not wrath from heaven, great wrath 
afiet thee? Read what followes in the ſame verſe. 
They will not ſee , but they ſball ſee, Thou winkelt 
witch thine eyes now, but the Lord will open them 
at laſt, thou wilt not believe this is the wrath of 
God, thou wilt believe it to purpoſe another day, 
and it may be that day is not far off.

1. There is the ſin of Prophaneneſſe amongſt 
you, how many are there in this place, that are gi- 
ven only to drinking, ſporting, merriments, and 
paſ- times? I have too ſadly obſerved it in paſſin 
the ſtreets, people will fit drinking in an Ale-houſe 
making themſelves merry with a Fiddle, whereas 
they will not ſtep over their threſhold to heare a 
Sermon. Oh this is the very depth of prophane- 
neſſe, when men care not for God, they care not 
for his word, they care not for his ordinances, 
they carenot for the great things of ſalvation, but 
are ſtill calling for their ſports and merriments, 


they will be jovall and merry, that they will. 


Heb. 12. 16. Lei there be any prophane perſon as 
Eſau, that is an unhallowed, and unſanctifyed per. 
ſon, one that ſtill lyes inhis naturall filth. Why 
what is the Character of ſuch a one?ir is added, who 
for one morſell of meat ſold bir birthright. You of 
this place have had the Goſpell amongſt you, 
Chriſt and ſalvation is offered, heaven and happi- 
neſſe ſtand waiting on men, few men care for this, 
few men bid Chriſt and ſalvation welcome : are 
not many apt to ſay, what need of all this preach- 
ing was it not better with us when we had leſſe⸗ 
Many think it much to afford one houre in a 
week to heare a Sermon, but they ſay, come let us 
eat, and drink, and make our ſelves merry, let us 
dance it, and card it, and be joviall whilſt we may: 
and I would to God there may be none ſuch 
found among you,that will fit up whole 9 = 

85 
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Cards and Dice, that can fit day after day, many 
houres together in an Alehouſe, that grudge a few 
minnutes to be ſpent in the ſervice of God. Oh! 
deſperate prophaneneſſe, abominable wicked- 
nefle! the God of heaven hath revenged this pro- 
neneſſe this day. Do but thinke with your 
elves, what the place was, where the hand of the 
Lord was ſeen: was it not in ſuch a Kind of place, 
where ſuch meetings uſe to bee: I ſpeake not of 
that Particular gouſe, but that it ſhould be in an 
Inne, Taverne, or Ale-houſe, ſuch a Kind of place 
to which the le of this place are ſo-much adi- 
fed, which they haunt ſo much, & ſpend ſo much 
time in. Is there nothing to be learn'tfrom this? 
Doth the Lord point out nothing of the fin of this 
place herein ? The ſinne of drunkennes is to rife & 
common amongſt you? the drunkards are recling 
in your ſtreets, they are open and obvious, to the 
view of all, I my ſelfe have been too ſad an eye- 
witneſſe. 

2. Another ſin that may be feared to be a- 
mongꝑſt, you is the fin of uncleanneſſe- Is there no 
fornication , no adultery in ſecret corners? no 
ſuch things as chambering and wantoneſſe to 
be found amongſt you? Examine well what all 
your ſongs , & carolls are, which are ſo often ſung 
at your dores, & in your houſes? are there none of 
them baſe, filthy, obſcene. It argues too too light 
and wanton a ſpirit, that ſo many ſcores, yea ſome 
hundreds ſhould be at a laſcivious play. Oh this 
is a fearful fin, the fin of uncleanneſle, fornication, 
adultery, and thoſe things that border on it. Theſe 


fins 
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ſms bring aſtoniſhing judgments. Some fins of this 
nature were they that deſtroyed Sodom, and cau- 
ſed fire to come down from heaven upon it. viz: 
the ſin of uncleanne ſſe, and unnaturall luſts. Theſe 
things are too fowle to be named, theſe things are 
.enough to make the ſun in the firmament to bluſh 
and be aſhamed, and the light of the day to hide 
and couer it ſelfe, in which there is mention made 
of ſuch things. 

3. A third fin, which is too vifibleand appa- 
rent, is, Neglect of the word and ordinances.Some 
of them that did attend upon the ordinances have 
turned their back upon them, and the general ity 
amongſt you doe apparently ſleight chem. For- 
merly what flockinge hath there been to ſer- 
mons :/ how hath this place been filled every Al- 
ley corner crowded : No people ſo famous for 
readineſſe, & diligence in hearing the word as 
the people of Witny: Miniſters that have occaſio- 
nally preached among you have obſerved it, your 
Name hath been famous amongſt others. How 
thin are your Congregations grown upd the lords 
day? how ſmall an handfull there are upon Lect- 
ure dayes, Tam to ſad a witneſſe? Brethren, ſuf- 
fer me to ſpeak my feares. I feare one of the great 
fins that bath pluct down this judgment, was the 
neglect of the Goſpell. It was not long ſince, the 
laſt time that ever preacht amongſt you on the 
Lords day, in a full aſſembly, I beſeeched you, I 
intreated you by all the arguments of love, gen- 
tleneſſe, ſweetneſſe, that poffibly I could to attend 
upon the word. I beſeecht you by the love of

But it pleaſed the 
Lordat laſt mercifuly to recover this poor diſtreſ- 
ſed ſoule, though it were long firſt, (that I may uſe 
ſome of its own expreſſions) before i he Lord did 
ſeale nnto it its pardon, wany a bitter day, and night 
it did nndergoe: & to this very day it makes fad, 
& heavy complaints, & undergoes many a ſha 
conflict, but the Lord is pleaſed to ſanctify the 
and former diſpenſations in fuch a way as that 
there are few Chriſtians in which there is ſo much 
humility, mortifyedneſſe, ſuch ſweet breathings 
after God, ſuch high prizings of his preſence, and 
humble attendance on the ordinances, & frequent 
uſe of holy duetyes to be found. 
So famous an inſtance as this is might ſerve to 
ſe, and ballance the looſe and ficle ſpirits of 
fach who begin to hang off from, & to be indiffe. 
rent unto the good waies of God. Beware of Apo- 
ſtacy.

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my can rid thee of thy folly. Canſt thou produce 
the records of the world for fix; or ſeaven thou- 
ſand ycares apoe? canſt thou confute the book 
of Geneſis, and bring to light ſomewhat more 
ancient, and authentique then it Canſt thou tell 
who was Adams Father: and what the generati- 
ons of men were before him*nſe up as high in thy 
sas thou canſt, wilt thou not at laſt come to 
ſomdefirſt man? was this man made yea, or no*who 
was it that made him? was it himſelf - then he was 
before himſelfe, dut was he made by ſome other ? 
who was that / or was he from everlaſting? why 
then doth he not continue to everlaſtings will any 
thing d it ſelſe Durſt thou truſt-thine own

Lord bath wrought: - When mercyes, or 
ment are new, and freſh, we are apt to ſpeak of 
them, and to be affected with them, but a little 
time weares them out of our minds, and blots 
them quite out of qur Remembrance. Oh take 
heed of this. Bind this ſad Providence for a fgne 
wpon your hands, and let it be * Frontlets betwe en 
gour eyes. Set it dawn in your Almanac k, and keep 
a Regiſter of the Day: oh this was the black, and 
diſmall day of Gods viſitation on poor iu. It 
were good if you kept ſome 27 every 

care as a remembrance of this fad, and heavy 
ſiroke. For as great mercyes require great, and 
and ſolemne praiſes, ſo do great judgments re- 
quire great, acd folemne humiliation. They peaks 
of Joſiah in their lamentations to this <4, and made 
them an Ordinance in Iſrael: and behold they are 
written in the Lamentations. 2. Chron. 35. 25. It 
ſeemes they had a conſtant remembrance of that 
judgment (the loſſe of good Jopah ) they ſpeak 
of him to this day. It was a conſtant practiſe a- 
mongſt them to remember that ſad end 
they had a ſolemne Book of Lamentations ap- 
pointed to mourne for this judgment. Lale. 17. 
32. Remember Lots wife. We have not many ſuch 
Remembers in all the Book of God upon fo ſpeci- 
all an occaſion, (they may eaſily be all reckoned 
up) and therefore here is ſome ſpeciall thing hint- 
ed tous. Here was a ſpeciall monument of Gods 
judgment on a woman that was hankering after 
her old pleaſures, ſhe had been uſed to the de- 


lights, and contentments of Sodom, and ſhe was 
K 2 loth 
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Joath to part with theſe: ſhe lookt back to the S 
dom of former pleaſures, and conten 
and whilſt ſhe is looking back ſhe became a Pillar 
#f ſalt. Oh remember this, ( ſaith our Saviour) 
"Remember Lois Wife, There js an accent put on 
this. You of this place have been hankering af 
ter — and merriments, you have been migh- 
tily ſet on theſe things, and the Lord hath ſnewen 
his diſpleaſure by an Eminent hund, and a ſtrech- 
ed out arme. Oh remember this; remember the 
Tragicall ſtory at the bite Hart. 

You have heard now at large what your duty 
153 in generall it is to fall upon the work of Repen- 
tance. You have likewiſe been directed particu- 
larly how to carry your ſelves in that work3 and 
what the particular Duetyes are which are to be 
done by you, and what the Lord expects from 
each of you in your ſeverall rankes, and places. 
That which remaines is only, in the cloſe of all, 
to adde a motive, or two ( to that which hath 
been already ſaid _) to preſſe that which is your 
duety on you:
